Men te Blame. 


The economical worthlessness of the 
American woman is one of the causes 
of the Increased cost of living, in the 
opinion of Professor Simon N. Patten, 
of the University of Pennsylvania, and 
he puts the blame upon the men for 
not é@¢ncouraginge the women to work. 
In an interview today, Professor Patten 
said: 

“Let the women of America take up 
their share of the work and the pres- 
sure upon the economic resources of 
the family will be equalized. 

“No one admires and believes 
strongly than I do in what is termed 
woman's womanliness. But I do not 
see why a developed intelligence that 
would enable women to earn their own 
bread, and a developed economic con- 
science that would spur them on to do 
so, should necessarily destroy the finer 
characteristics of the wife and mother. 

“Years ago our grandmothers work- 
ea for their living. The household 
duties they performed were of definite 
economic value. Modern convenience 
have made many forms of manual labor 
not only unnecessary but impracticable. 
Women have been left with their hands 
idle. “That the American woman te 
economically worthless is largely due 
to the attitude our men take toward 
her effort to work. There is no longer 
need for women’s labor in the home. 
Is she going to sit idle or is she going 
to make herself of use In the commnu- 
nity? Personally, I do not question 
but that she will make herself of use 
and thus solve the problem. “Men 
fear to be pointed at as failures ff their 
wives work. They know that among 
women it is commonly supposed that 
men do not care to have their wives 
leave home and go to work, because 
they fear it will interfere with mother- 
hood, I believe women are wrong in 
this ‘opinion. I do not think the aver- 
age young man considers this. He 
would be foolish if he did. Our grand- 
mothers worked far harder than any 
woman is called upon to work today, 
and yet they brought fine, healthy chil- 
dren into the world. ‘It is safe to say 
that the learned professor is a bach- 
elor, and that his acquaintance is 
among the rich. Noman of family in lit- 
tle old New York who is not financially 
independent would ever fall into the 
error of saying the American woman 
of today does nof work. I venture to 
say that the average woman, the moth. 
er of a familly, works more hours and

course of a paper read at the recent 
meeting in Washington of the Asso- 
ciation of Life Insurance Presidents. 
He also used the expression “na- 
tional disgrace” in impressing the les- 
son of the extent of morbidity and mor- 
tality due to ty) photd This is true, 
despite the fact that more is known of 
the nature of typhoid and the methods 
by which it is spread than of almost 
any other disease. Dr. Rosenau says 
when the public is taught to fear 
typhoid as it does cholera there will 


soon be an end of it 

Local health officers and the national 
government are alike indifferent in this 
matter, he thinks, and cites instances 
to show that more attention is paid 
to exterminating the boll weevil, hog 
cholera and the foot-and-mouth dis- 
eage among cattle than to extending 
aid to fight this enemy of human 


health. He continues. 

‘When thig matter is better under- 
stood the state will be required to pro- 
tect its citizens against such prevent- 
able diseases and the officials appointed 
to safeguard us will be held responsi- 
ble just as the law now holds em- 
ployers liable for preventable acci- 
dents. There is an excessive amount of 
typhoid fever in all our large cities; 
there is more typhoid in this country 
than in any other civilized land.” 

In advocating the extension of gov- 
ernment aid in combating this dis- 
ease, he probably goes further than 
many expounders of the constitution 
will be willing to follow him when he 
says: 

“The government now protects us 
from cholera, leprosy, yellow fever and 
other exotic plagues: why should it not 
also guard us against the dangers that 
are present as well as those that are 
remotely imminent? Present dangers, 
such as tuberculosis, pneumonia, 
typhoid fever and infantile diarrhea 
are infections which reap the highest 
toll of death among us, and are foemen 
worthy of our best efforts. 

“In advocating a public health mili- 
tia in the cause of preventive medicine, 
I do not mean a marching column of 
men in uniform, armed with micro- 
scopes and disinfectants. The public 
health militia that I have in mind calis 
for the enrollment of all good citizens. 
Preventive medicine is the watchword 
of the hour, and enlistment in the 
cause can only come through educa- 


tion.”

United States Leads. 

The United States has a typhoid 
fever record that compares most un- 
favorably with that of European 
countries, though their climate is as 
favorable tu the spread of the disease. 
In a recent public health report, the 
statement ts made that the familiarly 
of the public with typhoid fever has 
caused an unfortunate tendency on 
part of the people generally to accept 
the recurrence every year of a certain 
amount of typhold fever as inevitable. 
It is said more deaths have been 
caused by typhoid fever every year in 
this country than have been caused 
by yellow fever in fifty years, yet a 
yellow fever epidemic calls forth 
much more heroic efforts to suppress 
it. In this report, Past Assistant Sur- 
geon Lunsden continues: 

“For much of the popular ignorance 
regarding the etlology of the disease, 
and for the too frequent aduption by 
the public of a fata.istic view in re- 
gard to its recurrence, the medical 
profession is largely responsibe. It 
thould be considered a duty incumbent 
upon physicians, and upon health offi- 
cers particularly, to embrace every 
opportunity to prevent or correct these 
erroneous views, and to convey to the 
‘'ayman such knowledge as will be 
useful] in the prevention of disease and 
death.” 

It is now generally admitted that ty- 
phoi4 fever .is both contagious, or 
directly transmissable from the sick 
to the healthy, and infectious, or in- 
directly transmissable from the sick 
to the healthy. To prevent the indirect 
transmission, health officers arg warne- 
ed to particularly safeguard the water 
supply, milk supply, and general food 


supply.

REGISTRATION 
LISTS SWELLING 


As Result of Warning 
Given to the Voters. 


County Officials: All Over the 
State Are Working Hard to 
Get as Nearly as Possible the 
Normal Registration by 5th 
of April. 


Stirred to activity by The Constitu- 
tion’s warnings and the figures which 
it has complied from nearly two-thirds 
of. the counties of the state, showing 
short registration, the county officials 
of Georgia have during the past two 
weeks, to a large extent laid aside 
their other duties and are now de- 
voting both time and energy to the 
work of getting the names of voters 
on the registration lists, which close 
April 5. 

As a result of this activity, thou- 
sands of voters who would,inall prob- 
ebility, not have realized until too late 
the absolute necessity under the new 
law of early registration, are now in 
a position to participate in this year’s 
eléctions, tnstead of being forced to 
face the fact that they were disfran- 
chised. 

Even with the thousands of names 
which have been registered in the va- 
rious counties of the state, following 
The Constitution's campaign for im- 
mediate registration, the outlook 
points to a shortage in the registra- 
tion this year of something like 50,- 


} 


900 in comparitson with the two pre 
ceeding years. 

Reports from an even 100 counties 
of the state show that up to the first 
week in March—when the voters had 
lese than a month In which to register 
—-the total registration amounted to 
only 121,759, as against 195,684 for the 
year 1908. 

Lists 50,000 Names Short. 

These figures indicate a possible 
shortage of 100,000 names, but In view 
o*” the activity that has been evidenced 
by the county officials of the state 
during the past few days it is prob- 
able that the shortage will be pulled 
dcwn to 50,000. As a result of the new 
law, however, even the most optimistic 
do not elaim a larger registration for 
this year than from 210,000 to 215,000, 
“while that for 1908 was considerably 
over 260,000.

FORMER GOVERNOR SMITH 


URGES VOTERS TO REGISTER | 


In a statement issued yesterday, for- 
mer Governor HloKe Smith urges the 
voters of the state to register at once 
in order to qualify under the pro- 
visions of the new registration law 
which requires that the registration 
books shall be closed on April 6. 

The statement follows: 

“Under the new registration law, the 
registration books close this year on 
April 5. I wish to urge every white 


man in the state who is legally entitled 
to register to go at once to the tax 
collector's office and qualify as a 
voter, and especially I urge those to 
register who wish to preserve the leg- 
islation passed in 1907 and 1908. 

“Of all the reform legislation which 
was enacted during the past two years, 
none is more important than that aim- 
ed at purifying our elections. 

“Our constitutional amendment, 
known as the disfranchisement amend- 
ment, removed the danger of the igno- 
rant, purchasable negro at the ballot 
box. 

“Our new law prevents the 
time of the primary from being con- 
trolled for selfish purposes. , 

“Tt has been made a crime for cor- 
porations to contribute money to pol- 
itics. 

‘Candidates are required to publish, 
under oath, the money which they 
spent to secure nominations. 

“Rut none of the legislation intended 
to purify and elevate elections is more 
important than the provision which 
closes the registration six months be- 
for the general election. 

“The substance of the new registra- 
tion law was introduced into the sen- 
ate by Hon. W. C. Martin, from Whit- 
field county. It was introduced into the 
house by Hon R. N. Hardeman, of Jef- 
ferson county. It, along with other 
similar bills, was referred to a com- 
initte consisting of Hon. H. H. Perry, 
of Hall, and Hon. <. C. Smith, of Camp- 
bell, and the work of perfecting the 
measure, which was finally adopted, 
fell to Messrs. Perry and Smith. 


Six Months to Register. 


“The new registration law made 
the duty of the tax collectors to open 
their registration books in the fall at 
the time they began collecting taxes, 
and it reauires the books kept open 
until April 5. It gives six months 
in which to register. The opportunity 
is ample. 

“Tt is based upon the theory that a 
man to be an elector should feel an in- 
terest in the affairs of his state and his 
county; should realize the importance 
and responsibility of naming the men 
who are to make laws and execute 
them and should be ready in advance 
of the excitement of a particular elec- 
tion to qualify as a voter. 

“Our primaries for state house offi- 
cers, judges and members of the legis- 
lature can take place 60days_ before 
the days to purge the registration 
list. So that only 60 days is left by 
the new law between the conclusion 
of purging the registration list and 
the time of the general primary. 
'“Refore the adoption of this 
registration continued until just be- 
fore the primaries, and the registrars 
never met until after the primary was 
over. There was no real care to pre- 
vent illegal registration. There was 
no purging of padded registration 
lists. 

“Now,

immediately after the regis- 
tration closes, the registrars are re- 
quired to go over the lists, and if 
they find a name which in thetr opin- 
ion is improperly on the list the party 
must be notified and an investigation 
be had to determine whether he is en- 
titled to remain upon the Iist. 

“A complete and fina! list provided 
by the registrars will be in the office 
of the clerk of the ‘superior court 60 
days before the general state primary. 
Who can vote and who can not vote 
will) be no uncertain question.

What They Say About It. 

J. T. deJarnette writes: 

“T fail.to see the difference, between 
an hour of daylight in the morning and 
one in the evening. It seems to me 
taat the housekeepers of this town, 
who are the wives.of working men, 


would simply have to get up an hour 


earlier in the morning and would have 
to go to bed at the same time that 
they do now, and the working man 
will have to work just one hour more 
than he does now. 

“The best hour for sleeping that a 
working man has is the one just be- 
fore he gets up in the morning, and 
this is the one he appreciates the 
most. Do not cut it off!” 

This from Clarence E. Newbern: 

“T am against changing the official 
time of Atlanta. Let it remain as it 
is; good enough for me.’ 

A Pbhysictan’s View. 

Dr. @ Adolphus, opposing 
change, writes in part: 

“TIT have been reading your editorials 
on the time question ever since its 
agitation. I, for one, do not approve 
of the cnange of time in Atlanta for 
various reasons. First, it is a geo- 
graphical wrong, and, therefore, it 
would make the working man who has 
to rise now at 4 o'clock, arise at 3. 
And the early morning air, or the air 
from midnight till daylight, is so heavy 
and damp that it alone is not healthy. 

“Again, three-fourths of the people 
in Atlanta have to be at work by 8:30 
or not later than 7 o'clock, and in the 
winter months !t would not help them 
at all, for they would have to wait 
until daylight to see how to work.

For instance, the sun'at this time of 
year does not rise until nearly 7 
o'clock, and you set time up one hour 
and it would be a hardship on them. 
All the obnoxious gases and impuri- 
ties of the day do not fall or settle 
to the ground until or about sunrise 
or daylight. And the more a man is 
out tin the early hours before daylight, 
the more Mable he is to contract dis- 
ease, for man’s resisting power is les- 
sened from midnight till daylight, or 
in the early hours of the morning.

JINGOISM IN HIGH PLACES. 


It is somewhat surprising that so able, distinguished and conservative | 


a financier and so patriotic an American as Jacob H. Schiff, of New York, 
Editor | should, apparently, be found lending encouragement to the sensationalists 
who are trying to bring about a conflict between the United states and 
Japan. . 

Mr. Schiff finds that Japan has “joined hands with that enemy of all 
mankind—Russia—to keep the great Chinese empire in an unprogressive 
state;" and suggests that if America does not show the right kind of 
statesmanship and moral force to avert the purposes of these nations, in 
which he also inchides England, the United States will be drawn-into it 
and war will be the probable outcome. 

Jingoism immediately pounced upon Mr. Schiff's utterances as one of 
the strongest contributions the cause has yet received, for the reason that 
Mr. Schiff, who assisted in financing the war with Russia, is probably 
more intimately familiar with the financial status of Japan than any other 
man in America. tb 

The sincerity of the speaker is not to be questioned, but his judgment 
in this case, at least, is doubtful, and his utterance, however sincere, is 
somewhat ill-advised. 

It is the policy of these loud-mouthed agitators, whose purposes in 
many instances are mercenary, to feed public sentiment with every possi- 
ble yarn that holds any pretense to plausibility, in the hope. of working 
it to the pitch where the timely touch of the torch will set the war 
spirtt ablaze. 

They want nothing better than some such speech from a man of 
known strength and force, which they may distort and use to their own 
selfish ends. 


But should such conflict ever come, as a result of their machinations, 
the war tocsin will no sooner have sounded than they may be seen hurry- 
ing to bomb-proof, prepared to convert the effects of their perfidy into 
cash. 

Happily, they have not yet succeeded in working up even a semi- 
belief in the probability of the disruption of friendly relations between the 
United States ana Japan. 

The nearest they ever came to it, or probably ever will, was in the 
California situation, which was so ably and _ satisfactorily handled by 
President Roosevelt, and whose course in that near-crisis was generally 
indorsed throughout the country.

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REDUCTION OF CITY BOARDS. 


The pending movement to reduce the city departmental boards is in 
direct line with The Constitution’s contention for more than a year past, 
growing out of the proposal to provide a new charter for Atlanta, materially 
modifying the city’s form of government. 

The ward representation idea has been carried to an extreme, until 
these boards are become unwieldy and cumbersome bodies, conducive to 
anything but satisfactory and efficient municipal service. 

The plan to reduce their membership is timely and appropriate: the 
only criticism which can be made of it is that it might go even further 
in the direction of reduction with greater municipal advantage. 

It should receive the unanimous and hearty support of council, which 
body should then take steps looking to the reduction of its own mem- 
bership.

New York, March 12.—There was a 
residue of short sales to be covered 
in today’s stock market, which were 
put out late yesterday, to the accom- 
paniment of rumors which had no 
foundation in fact.

Futures and Spots Both 
Closed the Week With 
a Good Rise. 


New York, March 12.—(Speocial.)— 
The cotton market has been strong 
end active throughout the week, al- 
though trading has been, to a large 
extent, professional. The most im- 
portant development contributing to 
these conditions has been the progress 
made in connection with the bull 
mevement in the May option, under 
the leadership of the clique here 
working together with similar inter- 
ests at Liverpool] and New  Orleasus. 
The maximum advance from lagt Sat- 
urday’s closing prices has been 48 
points ©®n the March option to 43 on 
May and 35 on July and 88 on Au- 
gust, while on the next crop options 
the advance ranges ‘from 15 to % 
points. 

The principal buying this week 
came from the leading bul] Interests 
and their following here and at New 
Orleans, Liverpool and Chicago. Next 
to this the principal demand has been 
from the shorts. The amount of new 
buying by outsiders and commission 
houres has been light in proportion. 
Notwithstanding’ this unfavorable 
technical speculative condition, the 
leading bull interests here continue 
sanguine of higher prices and active 
in their support of the market They 
arc in contro] of stocks at this point 
of the market. They. are understood 
to be heavily long of May, with @ 
big short interest outstanding in that 
menth among professional traders as 
well as on hedge sales by spot dealers 
and exporters and large operators 
he.ving “straddle” operations outstand- 
ing between this and the Liverpool 
markets. Thé heaviest short interest. 
however, really seems to be in the 
July, Angust and October options, the 
latter representing the next crop on 
forward sales against those months. 
Some estimates have been current 
lately that this short interest ranges 
all the way from 600,000 to 1,000,000 
bales. This is pure guesswork to say 
the least and it is quite Ukely that 
even the smaliest amount is a gross 
exaggeration. He that as it may, trad- 
ing in the month is now being re- 
stricted for the most part to closing 
out old transactions. 

Spot markets in the south have been 
firmer and are higher this week. This 
has been entirely due to the rise in 
futures, aS demand has been limited 
from both spinners ang exporters. 

Buyers, operating for spinners’ 
agents and exporters, have had con- 
siderable orders, but at limits which 
have made purchases impracticable, 
as they have been under the market 
Oo. the quoted priceg and the views of 
holders. 

New Orleans Cotton Heview. 

New Orleans, March 12.—Cotton fu- 
tures this week show a net advance 
over last of 23 te 25 points on the old 
crop months and 12 points of the new. 
The lowest prices were made on Mon- 
day, when a decline of 11 to 18 points 
was seen on the old crops as the re- 
sult of considerabie liquidation of 
icng cotton and aggressive selling by 
shorts. Leading bulls gave the mar- 
ket support and prices ruled very 
steady during the remainder of the 
week. The highest prices were reached 
on Friday when the old crops were 
about 380 points over last week's cios- 
ing The ola crops showed an extreme 
range of nei.ly 60 points between the 
highest and the lowest. 

The main bullish feature of the 
week was the manner in which the sta- 
tistics continued to favor the bull side. 
The visible supply decreased during 
the week 133,662 bales, against a de- 
crease this week last year of 93,436 
bales, and a decrease two years ago 
of $1,095. This last decrease was due 
to a continued small movement into 
sight and much larger spinners’ tak- 
ings than expected. Points fn the in- 
terior furnished indications of ex- 
hausted supplies. There was continued 
talk of @ corner on the old crop, but 
the leading bulls appeared to favor a 
quiet market for the time being and 
rather openly sold cotton on bulges. 

The one bearish feature of moment 
was the rain in Texas. This, while 
light, served to break the drought, 
temporarily at least. Reports from 
Texas at the week-end were to the 
effect that the soil had received 
enough moisture to last for a week 
or two, and the bears were confident 
that more ratns would follow before 
the situation becomes acute again. The 
bears tried hard to make use of the 
rains to further their campaign, but 
the cotton they offered was eagerly 
bought, with the result that prices 


“were put to the highest levels of the 


week {immediately following announce- 
ment of rain in the west. On the whole, 
the week was quiet and the trade as- 
sumed a waiting attitude, because of 
the uncertainty of the situation in both 
the old and the new crops. The un- 
certainty over the old crop was in- 
creased not a little bv the visit te 
Fneland of James A. Patten, of Chif- 
cazco. It was generally believed that 
thi= visit was tn connection with the 
talked-of May corner in New York.

BLING DESTROYED 


Indignation Aroused by 
Projected Vandalism. 


Complamt .of American and 
English Visitors Over the De- 
struction of Priceless Relics in 
Rome Is Met by Rebuff From 
Mayor.

Rome, March 132.—(Special.)—-Mayor 
Nathan, of Rome, when complaint was 
made recently by American and Eng- 
lgh visitors that the syndic and mu- 
nicipality in their efforts at improv- 
ing the city were ruthlessly destroy- 
tn@ landmarks which are of historic 
value to the whole world, with much 
heat declared that Rome was compe- 
tent to attend to her own affairs with- 
out advice or comment from outsiders.

But it is for them to ad- 
minister that inheritance as they think 
best for themselves and for the world 
They are accountable to none. The 
privilege of foreigners does not go be- 
vond suggestion, advice, recommenda- 
tion, and, in the last result, remon- 
atrance an4@ protest. Demagogues and 
vandals seek to misrepresent remon- 
strance and protest as foreign dicta- 
tion, but enlightened Italians have 
welcomed both in the chief controver- 
gies in which they have been exerted, 
because upon broad and simple ques- 
tions of this kind fhere-is but one 
taste and one judgment—the taste and

Young Surgeon Was Attired as 
Chauffeur to Conceal His 
Identity---Both Cudahy and 
Lillis Dropped by Club---Lil- 
_lis Will Spend a Year in 
Europe. 


Chicago, March 12.—(Specia!.)—John 
P. Cudahy, of Kansas City, who knifed 
Banker Jere F. Lillis in his own pa- 
latial home, ts in Chicago today, visit- 
ing the home of Joy Morton, on Lake 
Shore drive. With him is his bdBrother, 
Joseph Cudahy. Both are keeping in 
seclusion and every effort was made 
to keep their visit secret. Mr. Cudahy, 
it was reported, came to Chicago to 
escape the notoriety brought upgm him 
by the Lillis incident. It ts said that 
he arrived yesterday morning, but all 
information was refused at the Mor- 
ton home. 

The two Cudahys were seen and rec- 
they left the Morton resi- 
dence today. They entered a large au- 
tomobile and were driven down the 
“lake Shore drive to Chicago avenue, 
thence to Rush street. There the 
chauffeuf put on high speed and the 
car Was soon lost to view. 

Surgeon Used Knife on Lillis. 

John Moss, the missing chauffeur in- 
volved tn the case as the alleged as- 
sistant of “Jack’ Cudahy on the eve- 
ning of the attack on Lillis, may not 
be a chauffeur at all, but a young sur- 
geon, playing the role of automobile 
driver in order that whatever attack 
with a knife was made would be by 
skilled hands.

reports which have reached Chicago 
anent the mysterious disappearance of 
the chauffeur following the rumpus in 
the Cudahy home in Kansas City. The 
rumors are said to have a foundation 
in fact, and to be common talkK among 
club folk of the Missouri city who 
know whereof they speak. The sur- 
geon-chauffeur {s said to have been 
paid an enormous fee by Jack Cudahy. 
That a young surgeon was hired in 
advance of the deed which has so up- 
set the Missouri city and its social 
net is alleged to be the true story of 
the affair.

Tillis, the banker. and J. P. Cudahy 
have resigned from the exclusive coun- 
try club of Kansas City, as a result 
of the affair at the Cudahy home early 
Sunday morning last when Mr. Cudahy 
and a chauffeur tied the hanker with 
a rope and cut and pummelled him. 

Mr. Lillis, it is said, will go abroad. 
Cudahy's resignation, which was vol- 
untary on hie part, has been accepted. 
Tillis, it developed today. resigned only 
after he was.summoned to appear be- 
fore the directors and show cause why 
he should not be expelled. Lillis’ res- 
ignation has been accepted, and the 
club officials decline to state what 
further action will be taken against 
him. 

The two men are also members of 
the Kansas City Club, the Evanston 
Golf Club and other local organiza- 
tions. They have net officially rec- 
Ogpized the affair, so far as is known. 

Lillis Going to Europe. 

Mr. Lillis intends to leave the city 
for a long rest, and a friend was quot- 
ed today as saying the banker prob- 
ably would spend a year in Europe. It 
was denied that he tntended to resign 
the presidency of the Western FEx- 
change bank.

Amazing Revelations Are Made

When Ballinger Was Told of 
This He Refused to Discharge 
Perkins, and Censured Direc- 
tor Newell for Repeating It.

Every Statement of Ballinger.

Washington, March 12.—(Special.)— 
Following the clear, comprehensive 
and damaging testimony of former 
Secretary of the Interior James R. 
Garfield, on the stand in the Ballinger- 
Pinchot investigating committee, other 
testimony was given today by Chief 
Engineer A. P. Davis, on the reclam-

ation service, which wag decidely un- 
favorable to Secretary Ballinger. 

Mr. Davis might be called the “great 
contradictor."” He contradicted prac- 
tically everything Mr. Ballinger had 
stated in recent letters read into the 


record. The whole of the morning ses- 
sion was given over to statements 
from him directly at variance with the 
printed statements of the secretary of 
the fnterlor. 

Government Man In Harriman’s Pay. 

But the most surprising new devel- 
opment of the day concerned a “Black 
tent” incident. E. T. Perkins, who had 
charge o fthe Chicagi office of the re- 
clamation service, upon orders from 
Secretary Ballinger, according to the 
testimony of the witness, traveled 
through the west in a black tent lec- 
turing On the work of the reclamation 
service and the opportunities it opens 
to homeseekers. For this service he 
was receiving a salary of $3,300 a 
year. 

The Hill lines of railroad complained 
that Mr. Perkins was boosting the ter- 
ritory along the Harriman lines, and 
coming into their territory would give 
the impression that the only lands re- 
claimed and open to settlers was in the 
Harriman territory. All the pictures 
used in illustrating the lectures were 
scenes along the Harriman railways. 

Officials of the reclamation sgervice 
took up the matter and found that 
Perkins was accepting, on the side, a 
salary of $500 a month from the Harri- 
man lines, most of which money went 
into his own pocket. Learning of this 
fact, Engineer Davis recommended to 
Director Frederick Newell that Per- 
kins be separated from the service. 

Newell did not agree to this at once, 
but finally wrote Perkins suggesting 
that the latter hang In his resignation. 
At this stage Secretary Ballinger took 
a hand. and made the surprising an- 
nouncement that Perkins was acting 
with his approval, and that he person- 
ally had made the arrangements. 

Mr. Newell, instead of being upheld, 
was censured for meddling. 

Nelson and Pepper Clash. 

A sharp clash occurred between Sen- 
ator Nelson, chairman of the Ballinger- 
Pinchot committee, and Attorney Pep- 
per, counsel for CGifford Pinchot, near 
the close of the day’s session of the 
inquiry when Mr. Nelson accused the 
lawyer with ‘trifling’ with the com- 
mittee. 

White with anger, Mr. Pepper de- 
manded to know if that was judgment 
of the committee, and when several 
members exclaimed “let it pass,” he 
said a reflection, which he resented, 
had been cast upon him, and he qdes- 
tioned the senator's right to make such 
an accusation.

CONSPIRACY TO RUIN

U. S, Circuit Court of Appeals 
Dismisses Appeal of Mine 
Workers in Hitchman Case 
Decision States Some Mis- 
guided Persons Place Labor 
Above Other Classes. 


Richmond, Va., March 12.—Sympa- 
thetic strikes are unlawful, according 
to a decision handed down by the 
United States circuit court of appeals, 
in which it sustained a recent judg- 
ment of Judge Dayton, of West Vir-

man Coal and Coke Company vv. 
United Mine Workers of America. 

By dismissing the appeal of the 
United Mine Workers of America, the 
United States circuit court of appeals 
practically perpetuates a temporary 
injunction which is of sweeping char- 
acter. 

The case is that of President Lewis, 
of the mine workers. as an individual, 
and as president of the union, against 
the Hitchman Coal and Coke Company, 
of West Virginia, and is an appeal 
from the decision of United States cir- 
cuit court for the northern district of 
West Virginia at Phillippi. 

Union Ia Restrained. 

The injunction restrains the union 
from interfering with employees of 
the company for the purpose of union- 
izing the mine; from interfering and 
conspiring to tnterfere with employees 
of the plaintiff, so as knowingly to 
bring about in any manner the break- 
ing by the plaintiff's employees of 
contracts for service existing at the 
time or thereafter entering into; from 
trespassing on the companys property; 
from compelling by threats of vio- 
lence any employee to leave; for ese 
tablishing pickets around the prope 
erty of the company for the purpose 
of using violence or threatening or 
persuasive language to induce the 
company’s employees to leave. 

The case was not decided on its 
merits, as the appeal was not taken 
within thirty davs .as required by law. 
This was the basis of the decision of 
the appellate court. 

Deciston of Court. 

In his decision granting the tem- 
porary injunction on May 26, 1908, and 
which is made permanent by the ap- 
pellate court's decision, Judge Dayton, 
of the United States circuit court for 
the northern district of West Virginia, 
setting forth that the complaining 
corporation had suffered grievously at 
the hands of the United Mine Workers 
of America, the opinion says in part: 

“They have secured control of this 
organization; they have bound its 
members to obey their orders and do 
their will; clother with this power, 
they have said to the plaintiff. not- 
withstanding you have complied with 
all the requirements of the organiza- 
tion, have agreed to all its terms and 
conditions, have employed only union

IT 18 A RECOGNITION 
‘OF SLAVERY, SAYS GOMPERS 


Washington, March 12.—The predic- 
ticn that the courts in their decisions 
@gainst labor eventually would touch 
the public conscience and precipitate a 
revolution of feeling in this country, 
wags made tonight by Samuel Gompers, 
president of the American Federation 
of Labor, when he read of the decision 
of the United States circuit court of 
appeals at Richmond, Va., In the Hitch- 
man strike case. 

Mr. Gompers asserted that the de- 
cision of the court, declaring un!law- 
fur sympathetic strikes meant nothing 
less than a recognition of human slav- 
ery. 

“Il am not at all astonished,” said 
Mr. Gompers. “There its no doubt in 
my mind that the courts of this 
eountry will go farther and fatrher in 
extending their authority of jurisdic- 
tion in the effort to deny to the work- 
ing’ people the right of protecting 
themselves against the encroachments 
of their employers. 

“Thethir teenth amendment to the 
constitution of the United States pro- 
hibited involuntary servitude. That is 
Intended to apply yparticuarly to the 
black man as against slavery. Th 
tendency of courts is, by exten 4 
their power and jurisdiction, to over- 
ride his constitutional guaranty, and 
whether by injunction of, under the 
Sherman anti-trust law, to bind the 
working men to their labor. 

“When workmen are denied. the 
right to leave their employment for 
any reason, when they are compelled 
to.work against their will, involun- 
tary servitude, slavery, has been re- 
established. 

“Perhaps in these instances, as in 
others—when the courts’ decisions 
will become more acute and unjust—e 
great revulsion of feeling will occur, 
the conscience of the people touched 
and a great change for the better will 
come about.” ;

King Corn is not really King. In spite 
of the agricultural statisticlans, the 
corn crop is not Uncle Sam's greatest. 
Figured on a cash basis of dollars and 
cents even, it must give place to the 
country’s one greatest and most essen- 
tial product, that is the baby crop. 
Based on the latest figures compiled 
by a Boston economist, the baby crop 
for 1910 will be worth the enormous 
sum of $4,887,000,000. Even figured on 
the basis of former valuations, now 
acknowledged to be too low, the figure 
would amount to nearly $1,300,000,000. 

Nor are these figures fanciful or 
based on sentimental values. They 
represent as nearly as possible the 
economic value to the United Btates, 
based on potential productive capac- 
ity, of the 2,250,000 babies which it is 
estimated will constitute this year's 
crop.

In general 
terms, however, the figures indicate 
that the west is the best territory for 
babies, just as it is the biggest corn 
producer. No hard and fast rule can 
be laid down because of the seemingly 
unexplainable discrepancies which oc- 
cur, as, for instance, in the case of 
West Virginia and Virginia. The ex- 
cess of the birth rate over the death 
rate in the former is 28.4 per 1,000 
population, while in the latter it is 
only 7. 

Perhaps the most anamolous feature 
concerning the baby orop {s that while 
it continues to’ increase, the size of 
the average family is decreasing. In 
1870 the number of persons constitut-

jing an average family was 56.1 persone. 


In 1880 it had decreased to 5; in 1890 
to 4.9 and in 1900 to 4.7. How, then, 
does the baby crop continue to in- 
crease? 

Undeniably Uncle Sam is conserving 
his baby crop. The birth rates in Italy, 
Hungary and Austria, for example, are 
all higher than in this country, but 
the excess of births over deaths ts far 
lower—little more than one-half in- 
deed of the figures here. Ina word, 
Uncle Sam is saving his babies, and 
the manner in which he is doing it is 
one of the most remarkable stories 
of progress ever written.

retary of infants, such as the secre- 
tary of agriculture, who advises farm- 
ers in thousands of pamphlets yearly 
concerning the best methods to pur- 
sue in raising crops. Kut all over the 
country in laboratories and univer- 
sities thousands of physicians are 
carrying on the fight in behalf of the 
baby crop. Experiments on animals 
form the basis of all this advance, for 
since the discovery of anaesthetics and 
aseptic surgery results have been ob- 
tained which otherwise would have 
been impossible. Already many dis- 
eases have been conquered by this 
means, which a generation ago were 
the terror of mothers. 

Saving of babies’ lives as the chief

clothes for babies that otherwise 
would have been lacked. 

The Morningside church is not well- 
to-do, and the starting of such A 
walk was deprecated by some as likely 
to be a drain upon the resources of the 
congregation, but the work has been 
maintained and enlarged. Now the 
only regret on the part of the congre- 
gation is its Inability to expand the 
work to meet the demands.

Just how results obtained along 
these lines have benefited the baby 
crop may be shown by 4 concrete illus- 
trAtion. Thirty years ago, according to 
figures, collected by the census bureau, 
diphtheria caused one death out of 
about every nineteen that occurred, 
Mortality from this cause among chil- 
den under 6 years was enormous, and 
the disease ranged third as a cause of 
death. More than 28,000 persons died of 
it in 1880. But in 1900, in spite of the 
greatly increased population, the 
deaths caused by diphtheria, according 
to the census figures, were only 10,604, 
or about. one-fifth of what they would 
have been on the 1880 basis. Out of 
more than 9,000,000 children under 5 
years, only about 6,000, or one in 1,800, 
died from this former scourge. As a 
result, diphtheria has now fallen from 
third to twentieth place as a cause of 
death. 

Similar figures might be given of 
other diseases, such as smallpox, men- 
ingitis, yellow fever and many others 
which once ravaged the baby crop, 
but which now, as a result of informa- 
tion gained by experiments on animals, 
are robbed of their terrors. 

It is stated on high authority that 
the discovery of the diphtheria anti- 
toxin has resulted in the annual saving 
of 3.100 lives in New York City alone. 
Proportionately, for thé whole coun- 
try, the annual saving of life is many

Curiously enough, 
while diphtheria has undoubtedly ex- 
isted for thousands of years, the chem- 
ical nature of the anti-toxin by which 
it Is subdued is not known. We can- 
not tell except by tests on animals 
whether a given serum has much, lit- 
tle or no anti-toxin in it. 
ments of the world, 
that every producer shall test on ani- 
mals the anti-toxic strength of the 
serum sent out from his establish- 
ment. The anti-toxin must not only be 
produced for us by animals, but must 
be tested upon them, and without such 
tests its use could not be continued. 

While the experiments which led to 
the discovery of this anti-toxin were, of 
coursé, long and complicated, the his- 
tory of its achievement indicates the 
manner in which the study of the effect 
of various inoculations on animals has 
benefited the human-race, particularly 
the child. Roux, at the Pasteur inati- 
tute in Paris, studied the nature of the 
diphtheria toxin, and found that a very 
violent poison was given off from the 
bacilli growing in bouillon.

It was found also to protect 
them, as in the case of animals. from 
infection. Its use becamé more and 
more general, so that at the present 
time 90 per cent of all cases of diph- 
theria are treated with it, with an an- 
nual saving in Europe and America of 
something over one hundred thousand 
lives.

Murphy Talk of Foundation. 

The first authoritative utterances 
concerning the great Rockefeller fuun- 
dation were made today by S. J. Mur- 
phy, the personal legal adviser of John 
DD. Rockefe.ler, and the man who is 
working out the legal! and legislative 
status of the foundation. 

“This 1s no sudden whim, no emo- 
tional expression, no basty action on 
the part of Mr. Rockefeller,” said Mr. 
Murphy today. 

“Rather it is the 
life ong hnabit of giving 
fullness by experience and 
is the fulfillment of a dtermination 
devote a large part of his wealth 
the henefit of humanity. 

“Mr. Rockefeller has always been a 
iver, even in his earliest days, but he 
has always been methodical, exact and 
precise. When Mr. RKRockefel.er was 
earning $50 a month, the sume he gave 
were pitituily smal! compared with his 
munificent b@nefactions of tocay. But 
as his possessions grew his gifts be-

“The object of this fund is to pro- 
mote education within the United 
States without distinction of race, sex 
or creed. That gives e@ broad scope, 
but breadth of view and freedom of 
action is what Mr. Rockefeller wants. 

“The real objects of the Rockefel- 
ler foundation, after it has settled to 
its work, under a charter granted by 
the congress of the United States are 
to promote the well-being and to ad- 
vance the civilization of the peoples 
of the United States and of foreign 
lands in the acquisition and dissemina- 
tion of knowledge; in the prevention 
and relief of suffering and in the pro- 
motion of any and all the elements of 
human progress. 

“What form the endeavors to pro- 
mote human progress shall take, to 
whom benefactions shall be extended 
and in what manner progress shall be 
assisted, Mr. Rockefeller leaves en- 
tirely to the trustees who may in fu- 
ture years be in control of the funds. 

“NO man possesses sufficient wis- 
dom to comprehend what conditions 
may arise a hundred years hence. 


No Specific Limitation. 


“He believes that any attempt to 
surround a great benefaction with the 
limitation to specific purposes defeats 
oftentimes the good sought to be ac- 
complished. The judgment of the men 
of the day is superior to the foresight 
“f any man of a previous generation. 
is not for the dead to dictate to 
the living who may be surrounded by 
different conditions and alloyed cir- 
cumstances. 

“These very questions were the sub- 
fect of long deliberation and earnest 
thought on the part of Mr. Rockefe!l- 
ler and hits advisers. He, of all men, 
*s the founder of the corporation, 
would desire to protect !t against pos- 
sible perversion to purpses other than 
the public welfare. 

“The advantage, and, in fact, the ne- 
cessity of incorporation is apparent. 
To carry out large works of construc- 
tive philanthropy the continuity of 
corporate existence is necssary in or- 
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porate form of organization furnishes 
against any possible missuse of the 
funds or any perversion to purposes 
othe rthan the public welfare. 

“There is a growing tendency on 
the part of possessors of fortunes in 
America to regard their wealth as 
held in trust for the benefit of the 
public.

$19, and the disbursement of the same. 

He must also file within thirty days 
following the election a final sworn 
etatement The statement must con- 
tain the names of donors and amounts 
given in cases where more than $100 is 
given. In cases of less than that 
amount the aggregate must be furn- 
ished.

Spraying with 
diluted Bordeaux mixture has 
most commonly recommended, 
injury to the foliage has made !{t un- 
Satisfactory, since the remedy must be 
applied during the growing season. 

-The peach scab (often called “black 
spot’) is another disease which seri- 
ously effects*the peach crop in all 
sections east of the Rocky Mountains, 
@lthough not causing such serious 
logses as brown rot. 

AS the result of experimental work 
by the United States department of 
agriculture a cheap and simple remedy 
for this disease has been found in the 
se 'f-boilied iime-sulphur wash. This 
can be applied during the growing 
season with very little danger of in- 
juring the fruit or foliage. and it is 
very effective. Furthermore, by mix- 
ing arsenate of lead with tha fungi- 
cide, the curculic can be destroyed at 
the same time. 


While rope from the stringy-bark 
fiber may not be so valuable as that 
from Manila or New Zealand hemp, it 
will be able to command a large sale 
of ne clotheslines and other ar- 
ticles.

Washington, March 12.—(Special.)— 
Everybody tn Washington is still talk- 
ing about Colonel James Gordon. who 
for 60 days wore, with characteristic 
mcdesty, the title of “The Senator 
from Mississippi;’’ and of his farewell 
speech in the senate chamber, the 
charm of which has rippleq over the 
teiegraph wires to every corner of the 
nation and carried its simple, homely. 
appealing lesson of brotherly 
and patriotism and good humor to 
milliong of readers. 

In his two months of service in the 
upper house, pursuing a quiet, 
trusive course, Colonel Gordon has 
made an impression upon his col- 
leagues that will longw remain as one 
of the pleasantest of their lives. His 
one speech on the floor was both his 
riaiden effort and his valedictory, but 
it has been called one of the most 
remarkable utterances ever heard in 
that body. 

The news dispatches have already 
carried liberal extracts from that 
Bpeech and aiso Senator Depew’s trib- 
ute, that it was “the most unique con- 
tribution to literature of this char- 
acter which any of us has ever heard. 
It will live in the records of the sen- 
ate as probably the mo&ét remarkable 
acdress, either of a new senator com- 
ing in or an old senator going out, 
that has ever been delivered.’’ 

Southers Gentleman. 

Colonel Gordon is 76. Tall and fur- 
rowed, but still active and kindly; 
looking like a farmer who has pros- 
pered but still retaing one hand on the 
plow, his clothes are homely and he 
wears the indispensable soft biack hat 
of the southern country gentleman. 

Money has no attraction for Col- 
onel Gordun—known to everybody in 
Mississippi ag ‘“‘Jim’—unless it be to 
make other people happy. He says 
he never in hig life saw a millionaire 
who was happy, and he felt sorry for 
them. 

“IT am a happy man,” said the col- 
onel. “I never let hate get into my 
heart so as to make me unhappy.” 
He had just been addressing some re- 
marks to the senator from Idaho (Mr. 
Heyburn). “I love everybody. That 
ia the reason I have lived and kept 
young, and retained my youth and 
beauty while you have gotten old and 
ugly—some of you. (Laughter.) 

When downed he has refused to stay 
down. When war demoralized his ia- 
bor on hig vast plantations in north- 
ern Mississippi and freed his 509 
slaves, Colonel Gordon continued to 
feed any of those who ever had any 
claim on him. He insists that he was 
once a multi-millionaire, but his dear- 
est memories of his wealth is the 
Pleasure he got out of spending it with 
a lavish and prodigal hand for the 
enjoyment of others. 

At Sixty Peddies Milk. 


Less than twenty years ago, when 
past sixty, he drove a milk wagon and 
peddled milk on the streets of Okolona.

These 
loans are usually paid long before they 
are due, and there is an appreciation 
felt and shown by the farmer different 
from that of most customers of the 
banks. Surely it would be short- 
sighted business policy on the part of 
the banker not to safeguard and pro- 
tect the farmer, his best customer; in 
every possible way. 

If the farmer will patronize the 
benks, he can escape the requirement 
referred to by Mrs. Owen and make 
his cotton crop his surplus crop.

F a pretty girl can weather this month 
and come out looking as pretty a: be- 
fore, or if a plain girl emerge on April

March precautions consist in guard- 
ing with all possible care against sudden 
changes of temperature. The weather ofthis 
month is most variable, and tha much talked- 
of “sudden changes” are genuine menaces (to 
the beauty of the complexion. 

Protect the face, then, by veiling it at this 
time of the year, if no other, from the raw 
winds. And when you come in from the 
raw, cold, outer alr do not go directly to the 
radiator nor stove nor log fire to warm your- 
felf. Better warm yourself gradually by 
slowly removing your wraps and walking 
about your room. When you do sit down Dy 
the fire protect the delicate skin of the face 
from the direct heat rays, screening it from 
the fire by a fan or by onéof the round, dainty, 
painted fire screens held in the hand, that 
are among the coquetries of habit remaining 
from an age when they cared more for the 
little graces of life than they do to-day. 

Use preservative lotions and creams and 
lotions plentifully at this season. This !s 
the time of year when it is well to use the 
complexion mask to assure the face plenty 
of moisture to offset the drying effect of the 
March winds.

Clairaut’s prediction of a 
Halley's comet in April. 
did that in counting up the results 
somewhat in haste, he omitted some 
niceties in the calculation that might 
cause a variation, but of not more than 
a month. On March 12 the comet ap- 
peared. It was the difficult and exact 
calculations of a French feminine as- 
tronoiner, Madame Lepante, a near 
predecessor of Halley, that gave to 
Halley a basis which he thought out 
and worked out to a conclusion. The 
calculation made on which the second 
appearance was predicted of Halley’s 
comet, after his death, differed only 
from the actual appearance by three 
days, while the comet had spent 
Seventy-six years in performing its 
circuit. 

“The great Isaac Newton 
frcm the remarkably 
of 1680 some important secrets of 
cometary life, identifying that then 
distinguished visitor as the one which 
bad appeared contemporaneously with 
the death of Julius Caesar. It is gen- 
erally accepted by the astronomers 
that the attenuated atmosphere close 
in the comet’s wake has more than 
once touched the atmosphere of our 
earth, but its effect is purely specu- 
lative. 
of the contact of the atmosphere of 
the comet and of the earth improved 
the vintage of 1811 and 1856, and the 
wine producers advertised the prod- 
ucts of those years as the comet 
vine. 

“Of eighteen comets whose periodic- 
ity at very remote intervals ig pre- 
clsely known, Halley’s comet ig the 
frst in rank and the most frequent. 
About sixty others are known to 
heve regular habits and the remainder, 
approximately 300 thus far identified, 
have not yet established sailing dates. 

“Halley's comet, now approaching, 
has already impressed its image faintly 
upon the sensitive camera of the Eu- 
ropean astronomer, but still it is be- 
yond the range of telescepes. It is due 
in full splendor in the spring. The re- 
cent ‘ess of a Heidelberg scientist 
in photographing the comet in advance 
of locating it through lenses has been 
declared by the learned critics the 
triumph of photography. 
The advance of knowledge through 
tne sensitive optics of the  photo- 
grapher's films is one of the phenom- 
ena of the age. It has learned to see 
where the eye, aided by the most 
searching microscope and most 
reaching telescope, looks in vain. 

“Already the 
astronomers of

The opening movement of the Schu- 
mann quintet was one feature of the 
rehearsal mentioned, and it promises 
to be the treat of the ensemble pro- 
gram. The music conceived on broad- 
est and noblest lines, is handled: mag- 
nificently by the quintet, which brings 
out the full force of the work’s tre- 
mendous content. 

Analyzing the quintet (E flat major, 
opus 44), Mr. Welsh says: 

“It is by most critics, and by nearly 
all musicians, considered the most per- 
fect example in existence of the quin- 
tet form. It was played here last sea- 
son by the Flonzaley Quartet, with 
Gabrilowlitsch at the piano, and proved, 
as usual, the culminating point.”’

Cheap lenses are made by melting glass and casting it into a form sim- 
ilar to that of a lens, after which the product is given some polish, all of 
which represents but a few minutes’ work. Not being scientifically made, 
they are never accurate—even though they magnify. The common glass, from 
Ss. which cheap lenses are made, abounds in bubbles or other imperfections, so 

— such lenses are not only unreliable, but really unsafe to use as ey®e- 
glasses.

C. A. offered a scholarship to Japan, 
and after careful consideration Miss 
Takeda ,was awarded the scholarship 
and was chaperoned to this country by 
Miss A. C. MacDonald, the national sec- | 
retary of the Y. W. C. A. 

Miss Takeda sailed from Japan Jan- 
vary 19, and reached Brenau March 
Ist, only .making two short stops en 
route—in Canada and in Washington, 
D 


The charming little lady is 19 years 
old and speaks some English very dis- 
tinctly. After finishing the high school 
course she graduated from the Uni- 
versity of Japan-and then spent two 
years at Miss Tsuda’s Select English 
School for Girls in Tokio. 

Miss Takeda has one brother, who 
is attending a university in California, 
end a sister, and father who is a phy- 
sician in Tokio. When asked to give 
her impression of America and to re- 
late some incidents of her home life 
in Japan, she modestly replied: “I do 


to tell you about my country, Japan, 
and of the warm hearts of my peo- 
ple--I do not think’ that they are all 
wrong—I have many thoughts, but I do 
not know enough English to tell them 
all yet.” 

“What did you think of San Fran- 
cisco when you landed?” questioned a 
dozen girls at one time. “Oh!” she said, 
catching her breath. “It is big and— 
strange—the buildings are—large and 
—taller than in Japan, but I was not 
—frightened because the people were 
so warm-hearted to me. We have

The peril and excitement of elephant 
hunting cannot be realized by any one 
who has known only the big, placid 
elephants of the circus or fed peanuts 
to a gentle-eyed pachyderm in the 
park. To the person thus circum- 
scribed in his outlook the idea of kill- 
ing an elephant and calling it sport 
is little short of criminal. It would 
seem like going out in the barn yard 
and slaying a friendly old family horse. 

That was my point of view some 
months ago, but recent experiences 
have caused the point of view to shift 
eonsiderably. Tf any one thinks that 
elephant hunting is an occasion for 
lightsome merrymaking he had better 
not meet the African elephant in the 
rough. Most people are acquainted 
with only the Indian elephant, the kind 
commonly seen in captivity, and judge 
from him that the elephant ts a sort of 
semi-domesticated beast of burden, like 
the camel and the ox. Yet the In- 
dian elephant is about as much like his 
African brother as a tomeat is like a 
tiger 

Many African hunters consider ele- 
phant hunting more dangerous than 
lion. rhino, or buffalo hunting, any 
one of which can hardly be called an 
indeor sport. These are the four an- 
imals that are classed as “royal game” 
{in game law parlance, and each one 
when aroused is suffictently diverting 
to disp2! any lassitude profiuced by the 
climate. Tt is wakeful sport—-hunting 
elephant hunting is 
of them all. 


experience 
‘most wakefulest” 
“Rather Nasty Hunting, You Know.” 

In my several months of African 
hunting I have had four different en- 
counters with elephants. The first two 
were on Mcunt Kenla and the last two 
were on the Gnas Ngishu plateau, near 
where it morges into the iower stopes 
eof Mount Elgon. The first and the 
fourth experiences were terrifying ones 
never to be forgotten. An English- 
man, if he were to describe them, 
would sav “they were rather nasty, you 
know.” which indicates how really se- 
ricus they were The second and 
the third experiences were interesting, 
but not particularly dangerous. 

Mount Kenia is a great motherly 
mountain that spreads over an immense 
area andraises its snow-capped peaks 
over 18,000 feet above the equator 
lower slopes are .as beautiful 
park and are covered 
the herds of the prosperous Kikuyu 
and other tribes. each as separate as 
though oceans separated them. Scores 
o* native villages of varying sizes are 
picturesquely planted among the Da- 
nana groves and wooded valleys on 
tunis lower slope, each with its head 
Fultan. 

in a. days ‘trek’ one 
sultans with their more or less naked 
retinyes, and every spits on his 
hand, presses it to his forehead, and 
shakes iands with jou. It is the form 
of greeting among ’the Kikuyu, and, 
in my opinion, might be improved. 
These people lead a happy pastoral 
life amid surroundings of exceptional 
teauty Above the cultivated “sham- 
bas,” or fields of sweet potatoes and 
tobacco and sugar and groves of ba- 
nanas, comes a strip of low’ bush coun- 
try. It is a mile or two wide, scarcely 
ten feet high. and so. dense that noth- 
ing ‘but an elephant could force its 
vey through the walls of vegctation.

The elephants in their centuries of 
travel] about the slopes have made 
trails through this dense bush, and it 
is only by following these trails that 
one can reach the upper heights of the 
rountain. Above the bush belt comes 
Miles of great forest, sublimely grand 
in its hugeress and beauty, and above 


meets many 


one 


timber line. There are probably 500,- 
000 acres of forest country in which 
the Kenla elephant may live and wan- 
der and bring up -his children. He has 
made trails that weave and wind 
through the twilight shades of the for- 
est, and the only ways in which a man 
may penetrate to his haunts are by these 
ancient trails.. Mount Kenia, as seen 
from afar, looks seft and green and 
easy to stroll up, but no man unguid- 
ed could ever find his way out if once 
lost in the labyrinth of trails that 
criss-cross in the forest. 

For many years the elephants of 
Kenia have been practically secure 
from the white hunter with his high 
powered rifles. Warfare between the 
native tribes on the slopes has been s0 
constant that it was not untill three 
or four years ago that it was cofisid- 
ered reasonably safe for the govern- 
ment to allow hunting parties to in- 
vade the south side of the mountain. 
Prior to that time the elephant’s most 
formidable enemy was the native hunt- 
er, who fought with poisoned spears 
and built deep pits in the trails, pits 
cleverly concealed with thin strips of 
bamboo and dried leaves, and the ivory 
hunting poachers. In 1906 the govern- 
ment granted permission to Mr. Akeley 
to enter this hitherto closed district to 
Secure specimens for the Meld Mu- 
seum, and even then there was only a 
narrow strip that was free from tribal 
warfare. It was at that time that his 
party secured seven splendid tuskers, 


one of which, a 115-pound tusker shot

elephants on the old familiar stamping 
ground. We pitched our camp in a 
lovely spot where one of his camps 
had stood three years before, just at 
the edge of the thick bush and on the 
upper edge of the ‘'shambas.” News 
travels quickly in this country, and in 
a short time many of his old Kikuyu 
friends were at our camping place. 
One or two of the old guides were on 
hand to lead the way into elephant 
haunts, and the natives near our camp 
reported that the elephants had been 
coming down tInto their flelds during 
the last few days. Some had been 
heard only the day before. So the

Ve took one tent and about twenty 
porters, for when one starts on an 
elephant trail there is no telling how 
long he willl be gone or where he may 
be led. We expected that we would 
have to climb up through the strip of 
underbrush and perhaps even as far up 
as the bamboos, in which event we 
might be gone two or three days. In 
addition to the porters we had our 
gunmbearers and a couple of native 
guides. One of these was an old wan- 
dcrobo, or man of the forest, who had 
spent his life in the solitudes of the 
mountain and was probably more fa- 
miliar with the trails than any other 
man. He wore a single piece of skin 
thrown over his shoulders and carried 
a big poisoned clephant spear wit! a 
barb of iron that remains in the ele- 
phant when driven in by the weight 
of the heavy wooden shaft. The barb 
was now covered with a protective 
binding of leaves. He led the way, 
silent and mild-eyed and very naked, 
and the curious little skin-tight cap 
that he wore made him look like an 
old woman. As we proceeded ether 
natives attached themselves to us as 
guides, so that by the time we were 
out half an hour there were four or 
five savages in the van. 

No words can convey to the imagina- 
tion the density of that first strip of 
bush. It was like walking between 
solid walls of vegetation, matted and 
tangled and bright with half-ripened

After a couple of hours of marching 
in those canyons of vegetation we en- 
tered the lower edge of the forest and 
left the underbrush behind. We soon 
struck a fairly fresh elephant trail and 
for an hour wound in and out among 
the trees, stumbling over “monkey 
ropes” and gingerly avoiding old ele- 
phant pits. There were dozens of these, 
and if it had not been for the fact that 
our old guide carefully piloted us past 
them I’m certain more than one of us 
would have plunged down onto the 
sharpened stakes at the botton. Some 
of the traps were so cleverly concealed 
that only owonderobo could detect 
them. In places the forest was like the 
stately aisles of a great shadowy ca- 
thedral, with giant cedars and camphor 
wood trees rising in towering columns 
high above where the graceful festoons 
of liana and moss imparted an im- 
posing sense of vastness and tropical 
beauty. In such places the ground was 
clean and springy to the footfall and 
the impression of splendid solitude was 
such as one feels in @ great deserted 
At times we crossed matted 


trickled through the decaying vegeta- 
tion, where the feet of countless ele- 
phants had worn deep holes far down 
in the mud. Then, after long and cir- 
cuiltous marching, we would find our- 
selves traversing spots where we had 
been an hour before. 

The elephant apparently moves 
about without much definition of pur- 
pose, at least when he is idling away 
his time, and the trail we were fol- 
lowing led in all directions like the 
mystic mage. At thie time I was hope- 
lessly lost, and if left alone could prob- 
ably never have found my way out 
again. So we quickened our steps lest 
the guides should get too far ahead 
of us. In those cool depths of the 
forest into which only occasional 
shafts of sunlighe filtered, the air was 
cold and damp, so much so that even 
the old wanderobo got cold. It made 
me cold to look at his thin, old bare

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sane excuse for hunting elephants un- 
der such conditions. We at last de- 
manded that we ought to see what we 
were hunting rather than  bijindly 
stumble through dense bush with ele- 
phants all around us.

A boy was sent up a tree to 
try to locate the elephants, but even 
from up there !t was impossible to dis- 
tinguish anything in the mass of vege- 
tation around.

Our porters, especially those that 
were most heavily loaded, were falling | 
behind and there was grave danger of | 
losing them. In fact, @ little later we | 
did lose them. The trall became | 
fresher and, to my dismay, led down- | 
ward again and into that hopeless | 
mass of underbrush which at this | 
point extended some distance into the 
lowey levels of the forest. We could | 
not see In any direction more than. 
twenty-five feet—except above. If our 
lives had depended on it we could noi | 
have penetrated the dense matted bar- | 
riers of vegetation on each side of the 
narrow trail. The bare thought of 
meeting an elephant in such a place| 
sent a cold chill down the back. If | 
he happened to be coming toward us 
our only hope was in killing him be- 
fore he could charge twenty-five feet, 
and, if we did kill him, to avoid being 
crushed by his body as it plunged for- 
ward. Without question it was the 
worst place in the world to encounter 
an elephant. And I prayed that we 
might get into more open forest be- 
fore we came up with the ones we 
were trailing. You can’t jmagine how 
carnestly we all joined iin that prayer, 

It was et this unpropitious moment 
that we heard—startlingly near—the 
sharp crash of a tusk against a tree 
somewhere just ahead. It was a most 
unwelcome sound. There wag no way 
of determining where the elephant 
was, for we were hemmed in by solld 
walls of,bush and could not have seen 
an elephant ten feet on either side 
of the narrow trail. We also didn’t 
know whether he was coming or going.

tiences of the giant forest pig that lives 
on Mount Kenla and has only once or 
twice been killed by a white man. 
Sometimes we came to deep ravines 
with sides that led for a hundred feet 
almo&st perpendicularly through tan- 
gies of creepers and bogs of rotted 
vegetation. 

We dragged ourselves up by clifig- 
ing to vines and monkey ropes. And 
on all sides a solitude so vast as to 
almost overpower the senses. The

‘Then we struck a trail. The old Wan- 
derobo guide said that it was only an 
hour or old, and that we should 
soon overtake the elephant. It was 
evidently only one elephant, and not a 
large one. It is fascinating to watch 
an experienced elephant hunter and to 
see how eloquent the trail is to him. A 
broken twig means something, the 
blades of grass turned a certain way 


fan to wave slowly back and forth, 
like the gills of a tish as it breathes. 
The head slowly and almost impercep- 
tibly turned, and Akeley signaled me 
to shoot. “From where I stood I could 
not see the tusks at first, but as his 
head turned more I saw the great 
white shafts of ivoay.

lence. The’ elephants were evidently 
also waiting further developments. 
Tree Welcomed as Haven of Refuge. 
Then we edged slowly onward along 
the trail, approaching each turning 
with extreme caution and then edging 
on to the next. Somewhere ahead and 
on two sides of us there were real live, 
wild elephants that probably were not 
in a mood to welcome visitors from 
Chicago. How near they were we 
didn’t know-—except that the sounds 
had come from very near. certainly 
not more than a hundred yards—and 
we hoped that we might go safely for- 
ward to where the bush would be thin 
enough to allow us to see our sur- 
roundings. But there was no clear- 
ing. Several times a crash of under- 
brush either ahead or to one. side 
brought us to anxious attention with 
fingers at the tr?gger guards. At last, 
after what seemed to be hours of ner- 
vous tension, we came to a crossing 
of trails, down which we could.see in 
four directions thirty or forty feet. A 
large tree grew near the intersection 
of the trails. and here we waited with- 
in reach of its friendly protection. Tt 
was lots more reassuring than to stand 
poised in a narrow trail with no possi- 
bility of side-stepping a charge. We 
vwalted at the crossing for further 
sounds ef the elephants—-walited for 
some tima with rifles ready and then 
gradually relaxed our taut nerves. A 
I:ne of porters with their burdens were 
huddled in one of the trails awaiting 
developments. I took a picture of the 
situation and had stood my rifle against 
the tree and sat down to whisper the 
situation over. All immediate danger 
seemed to have passed. It seemed to, 
rut it hadn't.

Like a sudder unexpected explosion 
of a 13-inch gun there was a thun- 
dering crash in the bushes behind the 
porters, then a perfect avalanche of 
terrified porters, a dropping of bun- 
dies. a vild dash for the protection of 
a tree, and a bunch of the most startled 
white men ever seen on Mount Kenta.

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LONDON MAN TURNS TO MARBLE 


London, March 12.—(Special.)—A 
case no less mysterious than that of 
Alan Rushbrook, the “brittle man” at 
the London hospital, is puzzling the 


} doctors at a Birmingham hospital. 


The patient is Morgan Field, a needle 
pointer, who fours years 4&0 contract- 
ed pneumonia. The attack was a se- 
vere one, and for six months the man 
was unable to follow his employment. 
Shortly after this period his features 
began to contract, the natura! lines 
gradually left the face, and it be- 
came as white as marble. The hands 
arms, feet and chest were similarly af- 
fected, and where the disease has at- 
tacked the sufferer the skin has be- 
come taut. 

Something akin to a petrifying effect 
has been produced, and where the body 


is afflicted in this way the flesh ts as 
cold as the marble it so strikingly 
resembles. So tight is the skin at the 
joints that the man cannot bend hfs 
limbs, while he can only open - his 
mouth slightly, and then with extreme 
difficulty. 

The condition is thought to be due 
to an obstruction in the arteries, veins 
or lymph vesels, dependent upon 
sume disturbance in the nervous cen- 
ter.

That part of the line on which the 
telephone is being installed will, when 
work under construction is completed, 
have 54 miles of double track. The 
traffic over it is very heavy and an 
excelent opportunity will be afforded 
for the demonstration of the merits of 
the new system. 

In substituting the telephone for the 
old telegraph system of train orders 
the Southern railway is following its 
policy of bringing its lines to the 
highest possible state of efficiency. 
The telephone system has several ad- 
vantages over the telegraph. The 
service is quicker in operation, and 
errors can be better guarded against. 

The dispatcher writes the order as 
he sends it, spelling out al! figures, 
such as train numbers, engine numbers 
and time. The receiver writes the 
message as he receives it, and then 
repeats it to the dispatcher, spelling 
out al] figures in the same way. The 
service is not only quicker and more 
accurate than the telegraph, but it also 
brings the sender and receiver into 
closer personal touch. As the use of 
the telephone does not require any ex- 
perience, the dispatcher, when occa- 
sion requires, can talk personaliy to 
the conductor or engineer of any train 
on his division. 

Telephone instruments can be in- 
stalled at switches and sidings where 
it would be impracticable to maintain 
telegraph offices and operators, and 
the crew of a train using the swiich 
or siding can communicate with the 
train dispatcher, notifying him when 
they have cleared the main line and 
asking for orders when they are ready 
to leave the switch or siding. 

This improvement, like all others on 
the main stem of the Southern, means 
benefit not only for the territory im- 
mediate y touched, but better service 
for every city and town on thé lines 
of the system. ,

Judge Pendleton Rules 


Against State in Tax 


Judge Pendleton yesterday sustained 
the demurrer of the Western and At- 
lantic Raliroad in regard to the state 
of Georgia's attempt to collect back 
taxes from the lessees of the railroad 
through the medium of the courts.

Know Nothing About Conditions. 


I, myself, know nothing about con- 
ditions in China, any more than I did 
about those in New York, but if Dr. 
Bach has ever disclaimed that inter- 
view, and published a retraction of his 
statements, I am not aware of it. In- 
asmuch as he was reported by a re- 
spectable newspaper as having volun- 
tarily abandoned the mission work in 
China, it seems to be perfectly legiti- 
mate for me to quote what the dis- 
gusted missionary had published in 
The Los Angeles Times.

We note with pleasure that the 
Etowah chapter, Daughters of the 
American Revolution, of Cartersville, 
bas, by committee, not only made in- 
vestigation of the condition of the 
county newspapers and tax digest, and 
other county records, but that it pro- 
poses to gather up all the old county 
mewspapers to be found and aftev 
having them propely bound, file them 
away for safe Keeping.

three teachers for nine grades and a 
teucher for the department of music. 
They built a two-room cottage for 
cooking and wood work; bought a 
piano; fenced their grounds: fenced a 
garden spot; bought and begged books 
for a library. They have a hydraulic 
ram, given two good federation 
women, which brings all the water 
We need. 

They have well begun a dormitory 
Which wag planned by Professor Fred 
J. Orr, director of manual arts of the 
State Normal School at Athens. It ts 
a ten-room house Intended as a pat- 
tern for a model home. When com- 
rleted, it will be both conventent and 
artistic. Our greatest nead is funds 
with which to complete and furnish it. 
Five hundred dollars have been spent 
by the people here and other help 
must come from the outside. About 
$2.500 have been spent here on bulld- 
ing and equipment. A liberal share of 
this has come from the meager salaries 
of the teachers in charge. 

Our greatest cross has been the bat- 
tle against poverty and ignorance. The 
cause has suffered much bitter perse- 
cution because we have been pioneers 
in the work in this section. 

Many thought at first that an indus- 
trial school in the country was a fad 
and a fancy, but by degrees we have 
won the people and now all are very 
proud of their school. The teachers 
feel now that such a victory is worth 
wading through fire to win. 

Laurens county, nay, Georgia, pays 
her teachers so poorly that the sal- 
ary problem has been a difficult one, 
but we hope that the next legislature 
will settle the question with compul- 
sory education. May God speed the 
day when Georgia's children may be 
forced to attend school. 

We have. transportation partially 
worked out. A wagon comes 6% 
miles and brings fourteen pupils. Oth- 
ers eome on wheels and in buggies. 

Our aim: To increase the number 
of students to 100; limit the school; 
build a laundry which can be dupli- 
cated in any home here of moderate 
means; teach the boys and girls how 
to live, for, after all, Dewey, ~ “Hdu- 
cation is living.”

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»- MONG the more elaborate blouses 
A of silk, linen and applique for 


wear with the ever-present tail- 


fured suit there are, as usual, any num- 


ber of designs, all beautiful, but dif- 
fering very little from the models of 
the passing season, except in their half 
and three-quarter length sleeves, 
which are on the increase. 

One new blouse which will appeal to 
the women who are affected by the 
present craze for Oriental splendor in 
ornamentation is of fine white net al- 
most covered with a design in gold, 
pearl and silver beads. When worn 
over a messaline foundation this is 
most effective. 

Crepe blouses are still worn; but the 


sleeves seem to have been shortened 
to the three-quarter length, while the 
yoke effect is almost universally used, 
thus allowing for more ornamentation 
and applications of hand embroidery. 

Avoid the too large design in em- 
broidery upon the crepe blouse, for 
laundering reasons. The crepe back- 
ground should not be ironed. The 
heavy handwork will require strenuous 
pressing upon its under side. Imagine 
the result should large patches of the 
garment be pressed into outstanding 
puffs! 

Blouses of white chiffon are heavily 
embroidered with French handwork 
done in a lusterless cotton and thickly 
padded. Insets of lace and insertion 
generally panel the front and Dack and 
ornament the outer part of the sleeve 
down to the cuff. 

The front fullness, instead of being 


tucked in at the shoulder, as formerly, 
is gathered on to a shallow yoke wit 
entre-deux of Irish crochet or Cluny. 

Pleated shirts or nainsook or linen 
lawn, or even of fancy muglins, have 
sleeves tucked in lengthwise tucks of 
the same size as those adorning the 
front and back of the waist proper. 
The 4-inch cuff is turned back and 
edged with a narrow ruffle or pleating 
of fine material, and this is repeated 
down the front in a graduated ruffle, 
starting wijth a width of four inches 
and narrowing to less than two at the 
waist lime. When a bit of color is 
added to this the effect is charming. 

Pin-stripe shirtwaists in color to 
match the suit are a fad of the mo- 
ment, and are made both of linen and 
of light silk.

The number and variety of the tn- 
expensive cotton and linen fabrics this 
scason are amazing and surely never 
have they been preftier. We have had 
r.uch to say about the new linens be. 
fore this, but even in their own field 
linens are being to some extent rivaled 
by cottons 

There are many new cotton stuffs 
suitable for tailored effects, somewhat 
heavy, firm, and of surface and design 
rdapted to the purpose. Some of 
these cotton tailoring materials 
mercerized and others have the 
finish. Durbar cloth is one of 
best of the mercerized cottons 
strongiv resemble heavy shantung. or 
tussor kindergarten cloth, 
desirable for children’s clothes, is used 
for adult tatioring, too. and ts a 
most practical material. the color he- 
ing fast and the fine hairline or check 
designs neat and attractive while the 
wearing qualities of the cloth are he- 
yord reproach. 

Other silks, as well as the pongees, 
the cotton foulards are often charming 
in effect, though we are told that many 
of them soon lose their luster and look 
shabby. A substitute for the old favor- 
ite sateen, with more body than the 
cotton foulard, but in foulard designs 
of a very simple sort, is called britl- 
liante and washes admirably, though 
the luster fades very slightly in the 
laundering. This material in a small 
black and white design should make 
admirable hard-service frocks for the 
elderly woman who wants something 
cooler than her wool and silk frocks, 
'and vet does not care to wear the sheer 
'black and white cottons. Some of the 
dotted foulard designs in black and 
white are smart and youthful looking, 
but the material is hardly so effective 
'in colors as in the black and white. 

The ginghams are more effective in 
colorings than usual, and though rath- 
er striking plaid and stripe designs 
still prevail in this class of goods, the 
softly blended color schemes rob the 
material of its spectacular tone, and 
lovety things may be found in the 
plain or small design ginghams as well 
as in the chambrays. Soft yellow, gold 
and brown tones enter into many of 
these materials as into all the summer 
; fabrics, and the blues are pecullarly 
good this season. 

A few days ago we saw in the mak- 
ing a plaid gingham which ran through 
lovely yellow tones, with white and a 
mere line of black in the design.

For example, one exclusive Fifth 
avenue house is showing a blouse and 
skirt of handerkerchief linen on the 
order already described, which has for 
trimming narrow bands of colored 
dimity. The dimity is figured in a 
line of small white dots on a soft blue 
or pink or yellow ground, and the half- 
inch strips used for trimming show 
Just one asatripe of these white dots 
with the colored ground and margin. 
This trimming borders the frill, collar, 
and cuffs, and runs around the skirt 
just above the hem. Narrow  biag 
bands of fine stripes in white and 
color are effective, too, and there are 
various other small designs in white 
and color which may be successfully 
pressed into such service. 

Apropos of dimities, they are likely 
to be more popular than usual this 
season, although they always have a 
conservative popularity. Their laun- 
dering and wearing qualities recom- 
mend them to the practical woman, 
and because of their fancy weaves 
they seem to demand less trimming 
and elaboration than any other equally 
sheer and cool plain stuff. 

Very simple morning frocks of al) 
white dimity are most satisfactory hot 
weather postessions, and the lace- 
stripe dimities this season” suggest 
more dressy frocks, without added ex- 
pense and effort in trimming. But it 
is among the coloréd dimities that ono 
finds a host of novelties and distinct 
temptation, 

Voile in SUk and Wool, 

The foulard dot designs are charm- 
ingly reproduced in blue and white, 
rose and white, yellow and white, etc., 
and the quaintly flowered and striped 


own, and some of the prettiest early 
models are developed along these lines. 
Callot has sent out a model in dark 
blue chiffon cloth over blue and white 
foulard. with an effective little em- 
broidered voke of red also veiled in 
the chiffon and a guimpe and cuff 
of hand embroidered hastiste.

The odd feature of this skirt is that 
the veiling stops part way down the 
skirt. but instead of being left free 
in tunic fashion. ts caught down-in a 
sloping tunic line to the skirt under 
a very narrow dark blue and white 
galon scarcely distinguished from the 
silk, and the lower part of the skirt is 
unveiled. 

All the soft draped effects which con. 
tinue to be the mode reinforce the 
vogue of the Japanese sieeve, which is 
really Japanese in nothing save the 
cutting of the shoulder and sleeve in 
one. The continuous line, unbroken 
by armhole seam, recalls the Japanese 
sleeve, but the exaggerated large arm. 
hole has disappeared and the makers 
cut and shape the undersleeve and un- 
der arm seam so cleverly that the arm. 
hole comes up quite close to the arm. 

Short Oversieceves Worn, 

There are of course a few soft folds 
about the point of union twixt sleeve 
and bodice and these must be graceful- 
ly disposed or the arrangement fails. 
A short oversleeve is the usual form 
which this modified Japanese sleeve 
takes, as illustrated in the graceful lit. 
tle painted moussaline frock which Is 
pictured in one of the sroall sketches, 
This model, by the way, though & cost. 
ly Paquin creation, may be reproduced 
in less expensive materials with great 
success. The skirt drapery has no 
complications to appall a novice and 
gave for the sleeve arrangement, for 
which one can now buy excellent pat- 
terns, the bodice is as simple as it is 
graceful.

These same effects have been popu- 
lar during the winter. carried out brief- 
ly in tulle. but this is to be a summer 
of laces, if indications may be trusted, 
and enormous quantities of chantilly 
and the fine net top laces are being 
sold, where a vear or two ago only 
bands, motifs and other flat trimmings 
were in demand. These flat trimming 
laces still have their place, but the fad 
for lace flouncings and draperies and 
frilis is a newerthing, andthe manu- 
facturers are delighted with it. 

There is literally no end to the fan- 
tasies executed in black chantilly. One 
of the latest of these which we have 
seen was a French frock from a noted 
maker in rose pink mousseline de sole 
trimmed in fine silver tace. Over this 
robe was draped an apron of exquisite 
black chantilly. One can call it noth- 
ing but an apron, for there was the 
square full bib, held up on the drape.

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NEW CORSET MODELS SHOW NO 


RETURN TO THE SMALL WAIST 


1EN a woman won't, she won't, 
W and that’s all there is to it. 

Never his this been so con- 
clusively proven as in the case of 
womah versus the ecorset-makers. 
Ever and anon the makers of models 
devolve fashions that recall the wasp- 
like waigts of a few years since—the 
Louis XV styles, for instance, and the 
present belted blouse effects. The 
corset makers speak up straightway 
and proclaim the imminent revival of 
minute waists and suddenly curving 
hips. But Madame? Pooh, she will 
have none of it—-not if the distraught 
eorset-makers can devise no other 
models at all calculated to force entire 
renewal of stock. She has been per- 
mitted to get acquainted with the 
workings of her diaphragm and she 
proposes to be comfortable at all 
costs. 


Thus it is that there has been little 
change in corset styles for spring and 
summer wear. The bust is slightly 
lowered, the back is slightly shortened, 
with a bit more spring below the waist 
line; the tendency is toward greater 
suppleness and less boning, and the 
trimmings are very simple. 

The effort to mold the 


figure into 


curves of beauty with the minimum 
amount of boning, which is not only 
uncomfortable but gives the figure a 
stiff—also stuffed—appearance, has 
been most successful in a popular 
model of the lace-in-front style. The 
side bones extend only to the turn of 
the hips and the back bones are con- 
siderably shorter than usual. The 
front steels are remarkably fiexible 
and lighter in weight than the ordi- 
nary steel, 

Another model is practically bone- 
less, having only the front and back 
steels, and two side steels. The bust 
is supported by two tiny bones that 
run backward from the front steel and 
two diagonal Venus bones under the 
arm. It will be seen that such a 
corset cannot fail to allow every free- 
dom to the body and comfort to the 
wearer. . 

Although svelte slimness continues 
to be Fashion’s dictum there are few 
figures so perfect that a little judici- 
ous padding does not improve their 
contours. Most figures are inclined to 
a little flatness below the waist line 
in the back, which is overcome by a 


small oval pad that helps to give the 
long line required. The looser bust 
that Is favored this season often makes 


a bust pad of some description neces- 
sary. These are sometimes in. the 
form of padded satin bows, which may 
be hand-painted in the most delicate 
designs, or elaborately lace trimmed, 
or are simply covered with washable 
slips that may be removed. Many 
prefer the sets of ruffles, which are 
especially desirable for summer be- 
cause of their coolness. 

For the stout woman there are many 
tricks of the trade which tend to re- 
duce her too solid flesh. There is 
the hip confiner of sturdy tricot which 
is woven to the outline of the body. 
This is worn below the waist line and 
is adjusted by means of gores at the 
side that permit of lacing. The latest 
models in brassieres without § lacing. 
Straps from the front pass around the 
figure and cross to the opposite 
shoulder, which thus makes jt answer 
the purpose of a sort of shoulder brace 
as well as bust supporter.

“Then I took a second veil and 
draped tt automobile fashion over her 
hat, in such a manner that it came 
down each side of her face and under 
her chin. This arrangement left her 
eyes uncovered and allowed the tip 
of her classic nose and the whole of 
her wonderful mouth to be visible to 
the gaze of the world. At the same 
time it shielded her complexion. 

“The real reason for covering the 
face in this way was not so much to 
shield the complexion ag to allow her 
to wear her chin straps.

“r advise the brown veil for this 
time of the year, for the reason that 
brown prevents tanning. I find that a 
vell of rose or brown will keep the 
skin nice no matter how hot the sun 
may shine.

CREDIT ABROAD 


HE American woman's credit for 
a: clothes in Europe is surprising to 

foreigners. It surprises often 
American women themselves, especial. 
ly those buying for the first time from 
French and English dealers. 

In the money panic of 1907 a woman 
well known Jn New York complained 
to a friend: 

“Paris dressmakers are dunning 
their New York customers just now as 
if they thought we were all going into 
bankruptcy.” 

Probably the dressmakers did feel 
like that. It was then, if ever, they 
Bot a scare, and perhaps repented for 
a little the credit extended of late 
years to rich Americans. It was the 
only time rich American women had 
been dunned by thelr European dress- 
makers, and it is not likely they will 
be dunned soon again. Instead of im- 
pairing the American woman's credit 
abroad, the panic, according to one 
merchant's view, established it the 


more firmly, for the reason that most | 


clothes bills were paid with little more 
than ordinary delay. - 

In some cases, because of the dun- 
ning referred to, they were paid 
sooner than usual. There are two rea- 
sons given for the long credit extended 
to American women. One is the great 
increase in the number of good-sized 
American fortunes, the other is the 
even greater increase in the traveling 
and spending habits of Americans, and 
particularly of New Yorkers.

A head of the.New York branch of a 
femous London and Paris establish- 


ment admitted that he himself was in- | 


clined at one time to be amazed at 
the long credit given to American 
women, and the cleverness which dis- 
criminated between good and bad 
risks. 

“For, of course,’ said he, “there is 
always more or less risk in giving 
credit to resident of a country where 
fortunes are made and lost so quickly. 
So far, however, results have more 
than justified the risks, and today 
both London and Paris dressmakers 
and milliners give longer credit to 
rich Americans than they are willing 
the women of their own 
speaking, Amerl- 
can women pay as they please, their 
bills often running twelve 
a dollar paid on ac- 
count. Sometimes these bills foot up 
many thousands of dollars. Among 
England's higher classes slow pay Is, 
and always has been, the rule. The 
English tradesman who can collect his 
half yearly considers himself 
mighty lucky. Few of the nobility 
settle up oftener than once a year. 

“On the continent, too, the wealthy 
classes are pretty slow pay, but in 
neither England nor France at one 
time would dressmakers and milliners 
give credit to Americans other than 
the few famed for their money or to 
relatives by marriage of prominent 
European families. Today French 
dressmnakers and milliners show a dis- 
position to trust Americans before any-

bills 


/one else, finding them by far the most 


liberal spenders for clothes and the 
most easily tempted to indulge in ex- 
travagances. 

“Only occastonally does a dress- 
maker get nipped, because the system 
worked out by the milliners and dress- 
makers for their own protection is so 
thorough now that results in 90 per 
cent of cases justify the risks taken. 

“Not many years ago there was no 
particular need for this system. The 
rich women who went abroad to buy 
clothes knew’ all about each other. 
They might not move in the same so- 
clal set, but each had a very good idea 
of the size Of the other’s bank account, 
and any dressmaker or milliner could 
learn all he need know on this point 
about one customer from another cus- 


tomer. 
‘It is not like that now. For every 


American woman who went once a 
year to Europe fifteen or twenty years 
ago there are now twenty who go, and 
of these a large percentage go twice 
a year and buy French clothes every 
trip. Dozens of New York women of 
large means who do not know’ each 
other at all now cross on the same 
steamers and buy clothes at the same 
places.

ITH the love of all things colo- 
W nial in our housefurnishings we 

seem to have evolved a sim- 
plicity in window draping that is both 
charming and economical, tn that these 
curtains can be made at home and 
without the aid of a seamstress ¢n- 
gaged by the day. 

Plain net, in either square or rouns 
mesh, may be made with a hem about 
an inch in width along the two sides 
and across the bottom, or fine linen 
tape, half an inch ia width, can be 
sewed on the under side just within a 
narrower hem and made into a simple 
design at each corner. 

These curtains should hang next the 
pane, while, for the inside hangings, 
across the top of window casings and 
down each side of a group of windows, 
figured cretoune or English chintz is 
generally used.

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BRIDE SHOULD PLAN TROUSSEAU 
TO LAST AT LEAST ONE SEASON 


T is not only the question of fashion 
which must be considered in choos- 
tng clothes for your trousseau, 

but the more important one of the 
number of gowns, suits and other gar- 
ments you will require for the posi- 
tion you will occupy after you are 
married. 

There its no time in a girl's life 
when she is so anxious to get pretty 
and becoming clothes, and for this very 
reason one often chooses colors, ma- 
tertale and designs without due con- 
aideration as to their suitability for 
wear later on. 

Every bride should plan her trous- 
Seau so that her clothes will last for 
at least one season. If you expect 
be married in the spring, your trous- 
seau should include summer 
and suits. A fall bride only requires 
clothes for the winter season. 

In getting your clothes ready begin 
with simple washable or separate 
dressy blouses and leave the choosing 
of the mort important clothes, for in- 
stance, the tailored suit, evening coat, 
street and evening dresses until the 
latest possible moment. In this way 
you will be sure of getting the very 
newest fashions so that your clothes 
wilt be In style as long as possible. 

You will need at least four blouses 
of the washable kind. One -sheer 
white linen is always pretty to wear 
with tailored suits if made in plain 
tailored style, run with fine hand tucks 
@nd trimmed with a deep hemstitched 
Jabot, set on the center box plait and 
edged with a two-inch-wide Valen- 
clennes lace. 

Another could be of all-white linen 
Or batiste or blue linen edging the 
stock, cuffs and center box  plaft. 
Dotted or striped material is also very 
pretty used in this manner.

If possible, however, decide upon 
white and wear a veil It is so charm- 
ingly girlish and appropriate and the 
privilege only of the youthful bride. 

If expense need not be considered, 
choose a soft white satin. Heavy, stiff 
satins or silks are never worn now-a- 
days. The satin need not be plain, as 
the brocaded or fancy weaves with 
gold or silver thread are much worn. 

If you expect to live a busy social 
life after you are married, such a dress 
will be useful for receptions, the opera 
and formal wear in general. 

If, however, your life will be more 
quiet and you anticipate spending 
much time guietly at home, a gown of 
this ~character would doubtless be 
doomed to go to pieces hanging in the 
wardrobe. 

In this case a crepe de chine would 
be more satisfactory, as it may be 
dyed for more useful purposes later 
on. 

A dainty silk muslin would be bet- 
ter still, or a cotton net or lingerie 
dress. This latter style is always 
advisable as it can be made in the 
most charming manner imaginablo by 
the use of Val lace insertion and edg- 
ing or Irish lace with hand embroid- 
ery. 

Many. girls who enjoy embroidering 
like to put some dainty hand work on 
their own wedding gown. This type 
of a dress is a good investment as it 
can be worn for the most informa) 
evening affairs and as a best summer 
frock. 

Wedding dresses are more becom- 
ing made long with a slight train, as 
it gives a better lino with a veil than 
a dress of shorter length. The length 
of the veil is determined by the length 
of the gown a3 it is usually just a few 
inches shorter than the skirt. 

Sleeves are generally of three-quar- 
ter or elbow length, worn with long, 
white suede gloves, while the collar- 
less type of neck is prefered. 

It is not good taste to wear a hat 
with a white dress. Hats are only 
worn when the bride is married in a 
traveling suit, in which c&se one

leaves immediately after the ceremony 
or an informal breakfast for the hon- 
eymoon. White satin slippers and 
white silk stockings are worn with 
any kind of a white wedding dress. 

The veil may be fastened under a 
wreath of natural orange blorsoms. or 
many prefer the tiny made flowers of 
white satin, as they do not fade. 

White silve gauze ribbon is also 
used, or a bow or rosette of the tulle 
The face veil, which Is separate, 
usually reaches to the waistline or be- 
low. This is removed by the maid 
of honor after the ceremony, when 
the bride turns to walk down the aisle 
of the church. 

The next important costume is the 
going-away suit. For spring wear a 
medi weight material is best. Serge 
in plain or fancy weave, worsteds and 
broadcloths will be much worn this 
spring. You will also need another 
suit of pongee silk, tussore cloth or 
linen for late spring and summer wear. 

Coats will be shorter this season, 
the smartesst models reaching but a 
few inches below the waistline. They 
are a more fitted type of garment than 
heretofore——-not snugly fitted, but more 
closely following the lines of the fig- 
ure than the semi-fitted coats we have 
been accustcemed to. 

Skirts are made in many styles, One 
cannot say that this or that is the 
fashion this season. There seems to 
be a liking for a fancier type of skirt; 
with a plain tailored coat than in pre- 
vious seasons. Many are slightly gath- 
ered at the waistline, with the fullness 
held in with bands at the lower edge, 
or half way between the knees and the 
lower edge. 

A great many plaited skirts will be 
worn—not the all around plaited skirt, 
but clusters or sections of side and 
box plaits. The circular side skirt 
with wideg box plaited panel front and 
back is much liked. 

Skirts are worn more fitted at the 
normal waistline, but many are still 
mounted on an inside waistband, as 
it gives a more -finished appearance, 
and makes a dressier type garment 
when worn. with a chiffon or satin 
blouse to match. Such a costume may 
be worn in an informal way to dinner 
at a restaurant and the theater. 

The two-piece costume with skirt 
and blouse in one, with coat to match, 
is seldom worn. While very useful tn 
many ways, the bodice of the materia! 
was found too heavy for general wear 
under a coat. The lighter chiffon, 
net, or satn blouses, carrying the col- 
or of the skirt, are much preferred and 
are more suitable in our heated houses 
and hotels. Then every bride will 
need a couple of pretty lingerie 
blouses, lace and embroidery trimmed. 

One should have not less than two 
hats and three, if at all possibie. A 
simple tailored hat—by which I mean 
a hat suitable for wear with a tailored 
suit, trimmed with ribbon, wings, 
quills or feather pom-pons. 

Then two large hats, a more simple 
style, which may also be worn with a 
tailored suit, and a dressy hat trimmed 
with feathers, or aigrettes, is needed 
for afternoons and evenings. All black 
hats are very smart again. They are 
most becoming*and may be worn with 
any color dress. dts 

If you cannot afford plumes, choose 
tulle loops, or a lace bow as a trimming. 


The effec is charming, and they can 
be made up quite inexpensively. 

The number of evening clothes and 
semi-dressy gowns required depends 
ertirely upon one's social life. Even 
the most modest little trousseau should 
boast at least one semi-dressy gown, 
which may be worn for evening or latér 
on in the summer weather as a street 
gown. 

For an adaptable gown of this char- 
acter, foulard silk, soft satin, crepe 
de chine, tussore, or one of the new 
silk crepes, which are just like the cot- 
ton creepes, would be lovely. It should 
be made long and not short, Nike the 
tailored skirts. 

It would be wel| to havetwo guimpes 
with a dress of this type, one with 
elbow or three-quarter length sleeves 
and collarless neck, and the other with 
high neck and long sleeves. 

These dresses are all made now with- 
out a drop skirt and simply worn over 
a soft satin Or lingerie petticoat as 
one prefers. 

The bodice is made on a fitted lining 
and the guimpe is often separate or 
tucked in, so that it can easily be 
changed when required. 


Single Color Schemes Rule. 


ONTRASTING colors are tabooed 
.; in this season's fashionable color 

schemes. This applies particular- 
ly to floral decorations and women’s 
costumes, and extends to house decora- 
tions, draperies and furniture. 

From toe to phume the well-dressed 
woman in her new spring clothes will 
present a consistently harmonious color 
scheme, and the Easter brides will be 
surrounded by a color scheme which 
to the last detail represents complete 
harmony in expression. 

One year ago, for a brief season, 
contrasts between hat and gown were 
advocated by the fashion makers, and 
women just from Europe appeared in 
mauve gowns and blue hats, or blue 
g°0wns and mauve hats. This arrange- 
ment was called stylish, but lasted 
only a short time. This spring there 
will be no contrasts in the color 
schemes advised by the leading au- 
thorities. The varieties of new tones 
of color, with wonderful nameg whicn 
are produced in dress fabrics are alsu 
produced in everythjng else appertain- 
ing to a woman’s costume. Hosiery, 
gloves, artificial flowers, plumes, laces, 
shoes even, may be had to agree with 
the gown, which, in turn, from under- 
most underlining to topmost layer of 
lace, chiffon, beads, or metals, is self- 
toned or a combination of slightly 
varying tones of the same color. 

The well-dressed woman will be 
known by her harmony tin color. Nor 
is it likely that that ordinarily Taneittns 
sight, bridesmaids in pink or blue or 
other color gown, topped with a big 
black hat, will be seen at the fashion- 
able church weddings. 

At the marriage soon of a well- 
known young woman, for example, 
whose favorite color is pale vellow, 
the maid of honor and bridesmaids 
will wear costumes and hats of that 
tint made over a still paler shade of 
yellow, and their bouquets will be of 
yellow flowers. The decorations at 
the church, in the drawing room, in 
the dining room, entrance hall and 
foyer will be of yellow flowers with 
southern smilax. It is only in recep- 
tion and cloak rooms that flowers of 
another color willl be perinitted, and 
then only if the florist’s supply of 
yellow blossoms gives out. 

Fortunately, as one florist explained, 
orders of this sort are placed several 
weeks ahead as soon, in fact, as the 
wedding date is fixed, which allows 
the florist in turn to contract in ad- 
vance with wholesale growers. When 
as happened the other day, 200 dozen 
of a certain bright shade of pink are 
needed for one wedding reception, a

florist must do some careful managing 
beforehand in order not to disappoint 
hig customer.. He must find out how 
many blooms of the kind required he 
can get from one and another grower 
or if he can gwet any at all. If a large 
order or several orders for the same 
flower have been received ahead of his 
a grower may refuse to promise to 
the last comer more than a dozen or 
two of it at the time mentioned. 
“Very well,” says the florist, “I 
shall count on you for two dozen, 
say, and more if you can spare them.” 
The florist then communicates with 
two. three, or half a dozen more nur- 
series, not stopping until he has se- 
cured promises for enough flowers of 
the kind required at a given date.

It is taking the 
place of the expensive Caen stone and 
the Italian and English terra cottas, 
for garden furniture. Its fireproof 
qualities, the coolness which is claimed 


for it in summer, and its delightful 
contrast with the green of, foliage and 
lawn, commend it strongly to the man 
who is about te build. Inexpensive 
lawn or garden, accessories in concrete 
make a harmonious decorative scheme 
possible, which may not be obtained 
when other building material is used. 
From jardinieres for bay

may enhance more elaborate grounds 
with pergolas, and lily ponds and bath- 
ing tanks whose curbing and surround. 
ing benches are of concrete. 

Houses built of hollow tile 
advantage of veing affected to 
minimum extent by changes in the tem- 
perature. The present tendency in 
stucco houses is the use of this effect 
for the entire building, instead of a 
half brick or woed combination. A 
pleasing example of this was a house 
whose extericr had been left the natu- 
ral-color, a warm gray, finished rough. 
Green blinds, white sash, indigo doors, 
gray shingle roof and a gray brown 
trim united to produce a most happy 
result 

The bungalow continues to 
in the land, albeit there have arisen 
many which might be more rightly 
called bungle-O'’s. We see them Dulg- 
ing over narrow frontings and shrink- 
ing to the size of a doll’s house on 
spreading lawns; but with proper en- 
vironments there is surely no more 
attractive style for the moderate-priced 
home than the unpretentious, sturdy, 
artistic little bungalow. A _ six-room 
bungalow recently put up had as a 
background a 60-foot bluff, while it 
commanded a view of a little valley 
below, that rose again gently into tim. 
bered hills. The piers of the porch 
and walls and chimney base were of

The prevailing interior 
now seem to be almost universally a 
fumed oak. in the finish, for the 
living rooms, and white enamel for the 
bedrooms. When the style of the liv- 
ing room or drawing room is carried 
out in colonial furnishings, white paint 
is considered the only true colonial 
trim, but when the furnishings tend 
toward mission effects the dark woods 
are used. In nothing so much as wall 
decoration has the taste of a century 
changed. Indeed, we are prone to 
chink that the dingy, durable wal! pa- 
pers and family portraits that orna- 
mented the walls of our grandfathers’ 
houses indicated no taste whatever. 
The walls of our lower rooms are a 
harmony of low, quiet tones, with 
scmetimes the introduction of a deco- 
rative border, or artistic stenciling, 
Piain hangings are used, and the por- 
tieres of tapestry or silk mav have 
Piush lining the shade of wall.

The doom of the plate rail, with ite 
conglomeration of plates and odds and 
ends, has been sounded. The nearest 
approach to this abomination is the 
wainscoted room, having a finish for 
the wainscot in the form of a shelf. 
The preferred method of treating the 
dining room just now Is the use of 
burlap. or oatmeal paper, or the 
woven wood-veneer for the lower third, 
with the paper above and a plain strip 
of wood like the trim of the room 
separating them. Picture moldings 
are being placed at the ceiling just 
below the molding that connects the 
celling with the side walls. 

A noticeable feature of the din- 
ing room is the corner cupboard of the 
same wood as the trim of the room, 
with glass doors which may be dia- 
mond-paned or in small squares. The 
closed closet below affords a handy 
cupboard for linens or other things 
which it is desirable to stow away. 
Another innovation that is gaining 
favor is the use of wardrobes in place 
of closets in the bedrooms. These are 
but 2 feet deep, but the garments are 
hung on coat hangers from the one 
shelf, and, while economizing space, 
they also present a more practical way 
of disposing of clothing than does the 
box-like with its many hooks 
and little space.

The oil lamps with 
a pressed glass stand in colonial de- 
sign, and with cretonne shades are 
greatly favored for bedroom lamps, 
because the cretonne used may match 
the furnishings of the room. When 
these shades are finished with crystal 
fringe there is nothing in better taste 
for the boudoir. Cut glass lamps are 
used for rooms of forma! decoration, 
but do not give the pleasant giow that 
lamps with less transparent shades do.

Gun metal 
finishes to match the gray tendency 
of the suit styles are shown, but we 
do not look for any great response 
from these. Men ef discrimination 
have always been loath to accept any 
footwear finishes other than the con- 
ventional black and tan shades, and 
while there is a logical reason for in- 
troducing the gun metal, in that they 
would be harmonious with the color 
scheme of the season, it would be 
safer, if not saner, to see them promi- 
nently established before we adopt 
what is likely to be a fleeting fad.

12% inches in length and ascending 
sizes call for half § inch additional 
length, respectively. In other words, 
size 1114 means hosiery should meas- 
ure 15 inches from foot of heel to top 
of cuff.
